A panorama  of  British  art,  drama, 
literature  was  presented  at  the  Seventh 
Annual  Fine  Arts  Festival  at  Wes- 
leyan February  5th  through  the  11th. 
The  theme  of  the  Festival  this  year  was 
“British  Influence  in  the  Arts”  and  the 
program  for  the  week  proved  an  exhil- 
arating and  enriching  experience  for  the 
patrons,  students  and  all  who  attended. 

The  Festival  opened  with  the  well- 
known  Canadian  P ayers  presenting 
Shaw’s  “Man  and  Superman”  Wednes- 
day night  in  Porter  Family  Memorial 
Auditorium.  They  are  from  the  world 
renowned  center  of  drama  at  Stratford, 
Ontario  and  showed  the  audience  the 
unmatched  vitality  of  contemporary 
Canadian  theatre. 

On  Thursday  afternoon  was  sched- 
uled the  formal  opening  of  the  exhibit 
of  44  abstract  paintings  by  thirteen 
leading  contemporary  Canadian  artists. 
Sponsored  by  the  Canadian  Embassy, 
the  exhibition  has  been  touring  leading 
museums  and  galleries  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Smithsonian  Institution.  Canada’s 
remarkable  upsurge  in  the  arts  was  evi- 
denced in  the  canvases  by  the  outstand- 
ing painters  Borduas,  Edmund  ALeyn, 
Fernand  Leduc,  Kazuo  Nakamura, 
Gordon  Smith  and  others. 

A program  of  music  by  British  com- 
posers was  presented  by  Wesleyan  stu- 
dents at  convocation  Friday  morning 
in  Porter  Family  Memorial  Auditorium. 

Saturday  night  Festival  goers  had  the 
unique  experience  of  hearing  George 
Lucktenberg  play  music  by  British  com- 
posers on  a two-manual  harpsichord.  It 
is  believed  this  was  the  first  time  a 
harpsichord  of  this  unusual  size  has  been 
in  this  section  of  the  country.  Mr.  Luck- 
tenberg has  been  a pupil  of  the  eminent 
teacher  Soulima  Stravinsky  and  also  won 
a Fullbright  Scholarship  to  Vienna,  Aus- 
tria. At  the  Vienna  State  Academy  of 
Music  he  was  awarded  the  Academy’s 
Artist’s  Diploma  in  harpsichord,  nor- 
mally a six-year  course,  in  one  year. 
Wesleyan  faculty  members  participated 
in  the  Saturday  night  program  with 
Miss  Marjorie  Suhs  and  Mr.  John 
O’Steen  playing  twin  pianos  and  Miss 
Mary  Pate  giving  narration  along  with 
the  pianos.  Mrs.  Doris  Jelks,  Mr.  and 
M rs.  Kees  Kooper  and  Mrs.  Norman 
McLean  also  took  part  in  the  program.

Bonus  Benefits  Library 

The  library  has  received  $1,000  from 
the  Banks  fund  for  the  past  two  years 
and  $500  for  1957.  The  bookplate  reads 
“William  N.  Banks  Library  of  the 
United  States  Language  and  Literature. 
Established  1954.”  This  fund  enables 
the  Library  not  only  to  keep  abreast  of 
current  publications,  but  to  fill  many 
gaps  in  the  collections. 

Then  like  a fairy  tale — an  additional 
$1,000  was  received  during  the  year. 
With  this  gift,  leaks  in  the  steps  and 
porch  that  were  doing  great  damage  to 
the  building  were  repaired;  twelve 
screens  were  installed  to  replace  the  old 
ones  in  the  main  reading  room;  a ten 
drawer  Recordak  filing  cabinet  for  our 
microfilms,  and  two  tour  drawer  filing 
cabinets  to  take  care  of  Mrs.  Lamar’s 
bequest  of  Lanieriana  have  been  pur- 
chased. A part  of  this  money  is  being 
held  for  urgent  needs  that  arise. 

Katherine  Carnes  says  that  these  re- 
pairs and  the  acquisition  of  this  equip- 
ment represent  a dream  come  true! 

The  Candler  Memorial  Library  of 
Wesleyan  College  has  been  awarded  a 
sub-grant  of  $200  from  the  Association 
of  College  and  Research  Libraries,  Miss 
Katherine  Carnes,  librarian,  recently 
announced. 

The  grant  was  made  from  funds  made 
available  by  the  U.S.  Steel  Foundation, 
according  to  Miss  Eileen  Thornton, 
librarian  of  Oberlin  College  and  presi- 
dent of  ACRL,  which  is  a division  of 
the  American  Library  Association. 

This  $200  grant  is  to  be  applied  on 
the  cost  of  a consultant  in  planning  a 
future  addition  to  the  present  library 
facilities  at  Wesleyan,  Miss  Carnes 
stated. 

Wesleyan  is  one  of  87  libraries  to  re- 
ceive sub-grants  in  this  third  year  of 
the  program.  Three  major  corporations 
have  contributed  to  the  program  “to 
strengthen  or  modernize  library,  teach- 
ing, or  learning  tools”  in  privately  own- 
ed colleges  and  universities.  These  are 
U.S.  Steel,  New  York  Times,  and  Rem- 
ington Rand  division  of  Sperry-Rand 
Corporation.  A total  of  $125,000  has 
been  distributed  over  the  3-year  period. 

“These  grants  are  evidence  of  the 
real  concern  of  American  business  for 
the  great  necessity  of  strengthening  li- 
brary resources  as  a vital  part  oi  col- 
legiate education,”  stated  Miss  Thorn- 
ton. “They  realize  how  directly  a 
student’s  reading  ability  and  habits  in- 
fluence his  life  as  a citizen  and  what  an 
important  part  the  college  library  plays 
in  preparing  him  for  citizenship.”

Continued  Education,  Summer  Session 


Wesleyan  will  hold  a six-week  sum- 
mer session  this  year,  starting  Monday 
June  9 and  ending  Wednesday  July  16. 
This  will  include  two  short  terms — 
June  9 to  June  26  and  June  26  to 
July  16. 

Courses  are  being  planned  to  meet  the 
needs  of  several  different  groups:  those 
working  toward  teaching  certification ; 
college  students  wishing  to  accelerate  or 
enrich  their  programs ; teachers  working 
for  a degree  or  for  maintaining  profes- 
sional certification;  pre-college  students 
wishing  to  become  oriented  to  college 
work  or  to  remove  deficiencies;  college 
students  desiring  to  make  up  deficiencies; 
and  workers  from  the  fields  of  religious 
education  and  church  music. 


Dr.  Edward  Murdoch,  professor  of 
psychology,  will  be  the  Director  of  the 
Summer  School.  Members  of  the  Wes- 
ley^an  faculty  will  teach,  supplemented 
by  teachers  from  other  campuses. 

The  cost  of  tuition  and  fees  for  the 
full  term  is  $45  for  one  course  or  $85 
for  two  courses.  Should  a course  carry 
less  than  3 hours  credit,  the  charge  will 
be  based  on  $15  per  semester  hour. 

Auditing  charge  will  be  $10  per  se- 
mester hour,  with  charges  for  private 
music  lessons  to  be  obtained  upon  re- 
quest. 

Room,  board,  and  laundry  for  the 
full  term  will  be  $105.  for  the  short 
term,  the  cost  will  be  $60. 

Final  registration  date  will  be  June 
10th.  Following  that  date,  a $3  late  reg- 
istration fee  will  be  charged.  Dormitory 
rooms  will  be  available  and  regu’ar 
meals  will  be  served  in  the  dining  hall.

Kooper,  concert  artists  now  teaching  at 
Wesleyan  have  a background  that  will 
insure  unique  selection  of  the  unusual 
and  best  on  the  itinerary.  Both  have 
lived  in  Europe  for  years,  (Mr  Kooper 
being  a native  of  Holland)  and  have 
personal  connections  in  the  countries  to 
he  visited  so  you  can  really  be  sure  of 
getting  glimpses  of  how  other  people 
live  instead  of  the  facade  for  tourists  so 
often  seen.

The  names  of  the  countries  F'ngland, 
France,  Monaco  . . . seemed  to  be  like 
big  deep  bells  bonging  out  “Come, 
come  . . . ’^  with  the  cities  Windsor,  In- 
terlaken, Avignon,  Bayreuth,  Cologne, 
Haarlem,  Ghent,  LeHavre,  like  the 
smaller  chimes  ringing  out  a welcome. 


And,  if  w'ords  don’t  make  music  for  you, 
there  is  actual  glorious  music  to  be  heard  : 
Paris  Opera  and  concert;  music  festivals 
in  Aix-en-Provence ; Mozart  Festival  in 
Salzburg;  Wagner  at  the  famous  Bay- 
reuth festival. 

For  those  who  are  longing  to  see  the 
wealth  of  painting,  sculpture,  and  archi- 
tecture in  the  various  museums  and  gal- 
leries in  Europe  and  are  perhaps  a bit 
baffled  and  uncertain  about  what  they 
do  want  to  see,  the  Koopers  will  guide 
them  through  these  treasures  to  a deeper 
understanding  of  the  expressiveness  of 
styles  and  their  historical  development. 

There  will  be  several  evenings  of 
theatre  in  Lx)ndon  and  Paris.  And  inter- 
spersed among  the  music,  art  and  drama 
will  be  visits  at  the  homes  of  friends  of 
the  Koopers  in  the  different  places,  giv- 
ing you  a chance  to  make  new  friends 
and  really  know  them.  The  hotels  and 
inns,  all  first-class,  have  been  chosen  be- 
cause they  are  located  in  the  very  center 
of  all  town  activity  and  because  they  are 
informal  and  home-like,  offering  the  op- 
portunity of  meeting  many  Europeans. 
The  schedule  is  elastic  enough  to  give 
you  free  time  for  individual  and  private 
interests. 

The  tour  price  is  $1350  tourist  class, 
$1450  cabin  class.  Transatlantic  crossing 
by  air  available  at  additional  cost.  Tour 
price  includes:  Transportation  (round 
trip  transatlantic  passage,  all  transpor- 
tation costs  in  Europe),  all  concert  tick- 
ets, ail  meals,  all  hotel  accommodations; 
all  tips  except  on  board  ship.  It  does 
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not  include:  expense  of  passport,  insur- 
ance, laundry,  subway  and  city  bus  fare, 
round  trip  fare  to  New  York.  Did  we 
forget  to  mention  that  the  Koopers  are 
expert  linguists?  So  it  would  be  im- 
possible to  find  yourself  in  a “I  Love 
Lucy”  situation  gesticulating  with  a 
French  gendarme. 

Of  course  ship  space  to  Europe  is  al- 
ready at  a premium  so  reservations 
should  be  made  as  soon  as  possible.

(no  one  could  lack  for  research  ma- 
terial), a special  topic  will  be  chosen  at 
the  beginning  of  the  tour  in  consultation 
with  the  instructor  and  a paper  will  be 
required.  We  don’t  suggest  substituting 
a diary,  but  the  difficult  part  would  be  to 
slow  the  pen  or  typewriter. 

So,  though  you,  too,  may  abominate 
spring  prints  and  cruise  clothes  in  the 
show  windows  the  first  day  of  January 
(and  fume  at  fur  coats  in  July),  don’t 
feel  you’re  being  pushed  ahead  too  fast. 
Such  a trip  deserves  the  long,  long  tingle 
of  anticipation  and  excitement,  and  the 
careful  planning  to  reap  the  treasures  of 
experiences  and  memories  it  will  hold.
